The Bhort Coorwn o Agrioulture
will open on Monday, January 5,
1900 At 900 n. m,, and continue two
wooke, olosing on Friday, Jaouary
% The course cousists of m serios of
popular lectores along lines sulted to
ald  hortion'turists,  dsdrymen, sod
othors engaged o sgricoltoral pur-
sdts iy developing the great patural
resonurces of our State, The lectures
aro supplomonted by labratary work
pnder the susploes of experts, who
whtlve to make the courss thoroughly
pmctioal by adapting the work as far
ma possible to the needs of each lodi
viduaal.

The spooial Dalry Qourse will also
open on Jenunry B, 1906, and will con.
tiuve six weoks, closing on Fobruary
10, 1000, The porposs of this course
fs lo familiarizo students with the
modern forms of diiry spparsios, and
teach the nderlylog priociples of the
production, oare snd manulacture of
milk tnto buttor and olisoss,
